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Dear Friends and Customers: 


As | write our annual letter, we are currently harvesting our muscadine crop. The de- 
mand for muscadine fruit is at an all-time high. We have been receiving calls all week 
from wholesalers wanting to purchase fresh market muscadines, wineries looking for 
juice and muscadine wine grapes, and an increase in demand from local markets. 
This demand has been building momentum over the last few years. | believe this will 
be sustainable as we move forward into the future. 


The University of Georgia has released several new varieties over the last few 
years. Paulk and Ruby Crisp have been the newest varieties from the breeding pro- 
gram. Paulk is a large, black, self-fertile variety that should complement Supreme 
well in commercial fresh market operations. Ruby Crisp is an exciting large, red, 
self-fertile variety that will work well in home garden plantings. 


With the winters being unpredictable we do recommend the following tips to mini- 
mize cold weather injury: 


* Do not allow vines to over produce, remove 12-15 clusters in early July if you have 
a heavy crop. 

* Do not prune too much side growth prior to harvest, removal of vines and leaves 
with fruit present can cause stress and lead to a weaker plant heading into the 
winter months. 

* On established vines fertilize once in the Spring and again after fruit set. 

* Continue to irrigate after harvest if we are warm and dry. 


We have another outstanding inventory of plants this year. We are also very pleased 
with the quality of the plants that are offered this shipping season. In the muscadine 
vines we offer the two year old bare-root plants that are 3-4’ in length, the 2-year plus 
which are 4’ and longer, and the 2 year potted plants which are shipped in the 
containers. The 2-year plus are our finest plants, most of them reach or are very 
close to reaching the top wire at planting. 


Take advantage of our fertilizer lines for your fruiting plants and trees. We have 
specially blended these fertilizers to ensure a healthy start during the spring and 
summer months. See page 23. 


The plant shelters continue to improve muscadine vine growth and herbicide 
protection. We recommend using them for all new plantings. And our line of 
muscadine juice, jellies, and supplements will allow you to enjoy muscadine flavors 
year round. See page 6 and 25. 


Drip irrigation will benefit your fruit trees and plants by increasing fruit size, earlier 
production, and heavier yields. This year we have converted our irrigation fitting from 
compression lock to power lock which makes it much easier to install the tees, 
elbows and other fittings. See page 26. 


It’s a great way to stay in 
contact. We post growing tips and maintenance reminders throughout the year. You'll 
be the first to find out about sales, special offers and information on new muscadine 
varieties.

Muscadines are native to the SE U.S. and thrive in hot and humid growing conditions. Vines are easily grown organically due to requiring 
little to no spraying. Also can be grown in various other parts of the U.S.where weather is similar. If you select a female variety, you must 
have a self-fertile variety within 50’ for pollination. One self-fertile can pollinate 2-3 females. Females produce an average of 40-60 Ibs per 
vine and self-fertile produce an average of 60-80 Ibs per vine. A black self-fertile can pollinate a bronze female and vice versa. Muscadines 


are one of nature's healthy fruits, full of health benefits.

Wascadine Growing Bones 


Muscadines can be grown from the coastal side of New York south 
to Florida, and west to Missouri, Kansas, Oklahoma and Texas. 
They can also be grown in parts of New Mexico, Arizona and the 
coastal sides of California, Oregon and Washington State. 
Muscadines will grow best in zones 7-10. In colder climates 
especially in zone 6, we recommend banking dirt up around the 
trunk about 10 inches during the winter. 


MUSCADINE CHART 


Ison's Nursery 8 Vineyard has been growing muscadine vines since the early 1930's. In fact, we have been told that we are the largest 
grower of muscadine vines in the world. With a strong desire to develop the muscadine market we planted a seedling vineyard in the 
late 1960's. Our dad Bill Ison and Dr. B.O. Fry began breeding muscadines on our farm in order to improve size, taste and production. 
They developed and released dozens of new varieties of muscadine's and were granted more than 32 patents. The muscadine breeding 
program still continues in our vineyard today. The premium varieties listed below were developed on our farm and we are proud to say 
that many of them are considered to be the best for commercial vineyards, u-pick operations, and the back yard hobbyist.

What is Drip Irrigation? Drip irrigation is the slow application of water 
directly to the plant's root zone. Drip irrigation can provide optimum 
moisture level in the soil at all times, resulting in less water lost to the sun 
and wind. With drip irrigation, water is not wasted on non-growth areas, 
and the root zone is maintained at a steady moisture level, combining the 
proper balance of water and air for a very efficient irrigation system.

CAN'T PLANT RIGHT AWAY? NO PROBLEM! 


We know it's not always possible to plant right away when your order arrives. It is best to plant within a few days of receiving your package, but if planting 
must be delayed, it will still be okay with these tips! 


The good news is that we have added a moisture gel around the roots of your plants, and this will allow you to delay planting for up to 2 weeks. Just take 
the plants out of the box, leave the plastic wrapped around the roots and place them in a cool, dry place like your garage, porch or shed. 


*** DO NOT store these plants where it is warm. We want the plants to stay dormant until planting, and the ideal temperature is around 40°F. 


If more time is needed - simply open the plastic wrap around the roots and re-moisten. Do this every 

4 or 5 days until they are planted. You may also take off the plastic and place the plants (still tied together) in a bucket and cover the roots with moist dirt, 
or “heel them” in a trench outside covered with dirt. (We have instructions and diagrams about this practice on our website.) 

As soon as possible though, plant the trees in their permanent locations.

We will issue a one- 
time credit to your account equaling the purcchase price of the plant reported. 
This credit is good for twelve months from the date it is issued. 


*Scratch Test - To see if the plant is alive use your fingernail and scratch the plant 
near ground level - if it is green underneath the outer layer of bark - the plant is 
still alive and should leaf out - continue the fertilizer program and water them. If 
the plant is brown or black beneath the outer layer of bark this indicates that the 
tree has failed to live.
